A WOMAN IN THE CASE. 


YOUNG SEEBOHM HAD QUARRELED 
WITH HIS SWEETHEART. 


An Interesting Interview with the Young 
Lady in Paris Throws Some Light on 
the Cause of the Recent Suicide at the 
Hoffman House—A Criminal Anxious to 
Come Home for Trial Ships as a Stoker 
on an Ocean Steamer—Richard Mans- 
field Scores Another Success.

Paris, Sept. 17.—Today it was discovered 
that a woman was connected with the Hoff- 
man House suicide. Eillen Lawiess, who 
was Seebohm’s betrothed, is a bewitching 
young lady, at present staying with her aunt 
at Asnieres, near Paris. Her father, John 

Lawless, was a Dublin solicitor, and her 

brother, Henry Hamilton Lawiess, is 

“The 
story I saw in today’s Herald about Seebohm’s 
suicide has been. a terrible shock to me,” 
said Miss Lawless today to the correspondent 
who had called to see her at her aant’s 
house. Yes, I was engaged to be married 
to him,” and she broke down with emotion 
and kept on sobbing as she told the story of 
her love affair. 1 met Mr. Seebohm about 
& year ago at Hamburg,” she contin- 


ued. “We 19 engaged; we quarreled ; 
we met 2 we were engaged. 
Our engagement was kept a secret because 


Mr. Seebonm feared to let his father know 
it. Father and mother strongly opposed my 
marriage. Edwin and I that we 
would be married April 10 at the Registrar’s 
office. He said he would go first to Sheffield, 
where his tather was in the steel manufact- 
uring business, and get a deed drawn up set- 
tling a reversionary interest of £15,000 upon 
me. We dined together April 6 at the Crite- 
rion, and had a lovers’ quarrel, but made up 
before we parted.

A VICTIM.OF HYDROPHOBIA 


LITTLE ARTIE MAHER THE PREY OF 
THE DREAD DISEASE. 


Death Occurs Three Days After the Malady 
‘First Makes Its Appearance—The Boy 
Bitten by a Stray Dog While Gallantly 
Defending His Baby Sister—His Mother 
Alarmed from the First—Initial Symp- | 

‘ toms of Iilness—The Last Hours. 
Near the corner of Thirteenth street and 

Indiana avenue, where the windows rattle 

all day long with the noise of passing trains, 

there stands a quiet, unassuming house ten- 
anted by Mr. Maher, his wife, and his three 
children. All the engineers on the Illinois 

Central know Mr. Maher, for he travels

The firemen were rigtit. Arthur Elwood 
Maher, aged 8 years and 4 months, an only 
dead on the sofa in the parlor.

The boy had come with his purents a year 
before from Ottawa, Ill. He had been sent 
to the Haven School and developed into a 
fine, robust lad, popular with his schoolmates, 
commended by his teachers. And it was just 
nine weeks ago that he saw a big brindle dog 
lying in the yard before his father’s house. 
He already had a dog, a toy terrier, Topsy by 
name; and when his little sister Grace, 
who is 4 years old, remarked- 
that the big brindle dog resembled 
Topsy’s father, his sympathies were at once 
enlisted. For Topsy’s father was an animal of 
uncertain pedigree and unsteady habits, who 
had once visited his daughters the toy ter- 
rier, and, as if afraid of being found in 
decent company, had immediately disap- 
peared.

THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 


Venezuela Claims that England Violates It 
in South America. 


Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 17.—(Special.}]— 
The Venezuelan Government is pressing on 
the attention of the United States the neces- 
sity of asserting the Monroe doctrine to repel 
English aggressions in South America. Sefior 
Suva. until lately Consul General of Venezu- 
ela in New York, is now the accredited Min- 
ister at Washington. He was appointed 
chiefly with regard to the boundary dispute 
between Venezuela and En@iand. In a pub- 
lished interview he describes the origin of 
the dispute and Eugland's attempt to grab a 
big stretch of territory. After reviewing 
this question the Minister talks as follows: 

“The broad question in which America is 
interested 1s in Engiand’s bold grasp after 
the Orinoco. She has seized the Isle Barima. 
Controlling the Orin she will in time con- 
trol all South America, the “ow as is

REPUBLICAN TARIFF POLICY. 


The Senate Bill Will Be Reported to That 
Body in About Two Weeks. 


Wasurneron, D. C., Sept. 17.—[Special. |— 
Senator Allison said this afternoon that no 
matter what action the Democrats in the 
House take on adjournment the Finance 
Committee’s Tariff bill will be completed and 
reported to the Senate. That an effort will 
be made to pass it this session is not yet set- 
tled, but the bill will be put fogward as an in- 
dex of the Republican tariff polity.

4 com- 
pany has been formed to construct and 
operate a large cotton compressing machine 
in this city, with a view to controlling cotton 
shipments to Liverpool. Thereis at present 
no cotton compress in this city, although at 
various times during the last few years at- 
tempts have been unsuccessfully made to 
maintain one here. In consequence it is a 
fact that large shipments of cotton have 
recently been made from this port for 
Liverpool by way of Norfolk, Va. 
There there are compressing facilities, 
and the cotton is compressed and then 
redispatched to its destination. Norfolk, 
of course, benefits by the proceeding at the 


-expense of the metropolis. Within a short 


time 12,000 bales of. the great sta have 
been shipped from New York to Liverpool 
that way, and it is understood that 3,000 more 
are soon to be similarly forwarded. Another 
cause besides the lack of compressing facili- 
ties here for the sending of cotton from this 
rt through Norfolk is the present bigh rates 
or freights, which have ciimbed up consid- 
erably.

But as time went on the city grew and this 
network of intramural tracks interfered with 
the comfort and menaced the lives of the 
people in proportion as the number and fre 
quency of trains increased.

They refused. They said the law did not re- 
quire it of them. The ordinances giving 
them rights of way were silent as to such 
conditions. Any sum which they might con- 
tribute toward viaduct-building would be a 
sheer gratuity—a gift of money which the 
city had no right to ask, and which there was 
no reason a corporation should make. They 
claimed they had the law on their side and 
stood by their charters, and they insisted un 
the right to obstruct the street crossings as 
much as their growing business required. 

Some concessions were coaxed from the 
roads. In some instances they built the 
viaducts proper over their tracks, but they 
would have nothing to do with the ap- 
proaches by which the bridges only could be 
reached or the land damages they occa-

All the time, however, the need for the 
viaducts has been increasing, until now it 
has become imperative. There must be free 
inter communication between the different 
parts of the city. There must be means of 
getting over the tracks without risk of death 
or mutilation, or destruction of teams and 
vehicles.

He did not try his luck again, though those 
feuds were not altogether healed, and their 

existence defeated Davenport in 1885 and 
elected Hill, but he became a candidats for 
the Presidency instead. There he had to 
deal with no united opposition. There was 

warfare wishin the Republican camp. The 

personal animosities of leaders rent 
the Republicans, a large fragment bolted 
their ticket, and Cleveland again 
won. Now. however, for the first time, he 
has to deal with a foe’ weakened by no inter- 
nal bickerings. The blaze of personal hates 
is extinguished, and the embers do not even 
smolder. A majority of bolters who voted 
against Blaine and for Cleveland or St. John, 

or who abstained from visiting the polls, are 
now for Harrison. The Republican ranks 
are closed up. Most of the deserters have 
returned. The invalids have recovered. The 

bolting now is from Cleveland to Harrison, 

It is a new state of affairs that confronts the 

lucky man—one to which he has hitherto 

been a stranger. 

Then, too, these devotees of luck must re- 
member that nothing is more dangerous than 
uninterrupted and unbroken success. What 
a man has in this world, that he must, as a 
rule, pay for. Now at this critical moment, 
as he 1s aiming at thé highest point ot Amer- 
can ambifon—a reflection to the Pres- 
dency—the Fates will demand their pay for 
what he has had, and defeat will come upon 
him. Like the pitcher in the fable, he is 
going once too often to the well. Your 
luck is too dangerously great.“ said the Wise 
Man to the Tyrant of Samos. “Iam going to 
leave you, for something 1s sure to happen.”’ 
And it was not long before it came. 

REBEL WAR CLAIMS. 

Benator Spooner of Wisconsin, who has 
been doing good work in connection with the 
investigation of outrages inflicted upon South- 
ern Repubhcans and has thereby made him- 
self dislixed ty the Brigadiers, has now ren- 
dered the country additional good service by 
exposing the rapacity of claim agents and 
the crooked and fraudulent devices set up by 
them under the Bowman law, by which they 
manage to get doubtful claims passed upon 
by the Court of Claims. 

The exposure made by Senator Spooner 
shows that a regularly organized raid was 
made upon the Treasury at the beginning of 
the session by ex-Rebel war claimants, not 
so much with reference to the success of any 
particular claim as to establish a precedent 
which would open the flood-gates and let the 
whole swarm come in. With the aid of the 
Democratic majority in the House the experi- 
ment was successful and the son of Robert 
E. Lee got an appropriation for $25,000 for 
the use of a theological seminary as a hos- 
pital for Union soidiers during the war. This 
was the signal for a Rebel rush, and since 
that time claims have come in by swarms. 
Washington is full of claim lobbyists, and 
how well they have improved their 
opportunity is shown by the 4,000 claims 
which have been sent to the court by 
the House committee, hundreds of them 
without any knowledge on thé’ part of the 
claimants themselves. There is now a job 
set up by alleged Southern loyalists to re 
cover $20,000,000 for supplies used by our 
troops, though every one of their claims has 
been rejected by the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment, the Commissary Department, or 


| the Southern Claims Commission. The whole 


South seems to be swarming with loyalists 
whose churches, schoolhouses, horses, and 
mules are alleged to have been used, or 
who want indemnity for duties or supplies 
or for hardships occasioned by lack of mil- 
itary protection. The door once opened, 
there seems to be no limit to the rapacity of 
claimants and claim agents who are drawing 
fat commissions; and thus the loyal people of 
on tap who have to bear the brunt of 
on,are levied upon to pay sw 

damages for their efforts to save the — 
ment. The way has been opened to take 
millions out of the Treasury, and if the Dem- 
ocratic party retains control of the next 
Congress no limit can be flxed to the spolia- 
tion of the Treasury in the interests of the 
ex-Rebel claifhants. The cynical comment 
of an old member, that if the Lee precedent 
were allowed it would not be long before the 
| Government would have to pay rent for the. 
use of. Southern battlefields, in the light 
of what is going on at present is 
not an exaggeration.. If some method 
is not found of stopping the raid 
it will not be long before the Government 
will have to recoup the South for the value 
of the freedmen and make good all losses, 
direct and indirect, with interest to date. 
These bogus claims are based upon the alle- 
gation of loyalty. Session by session the 
number of loyalists is increasing with such 
rapidity that it will require but a short time 
to show that they were in a large majority, 
and that the Union troops were fighting 
against armies filled with soldiers and led 
by officers whose only offense was devotion to 
the Union. 

Senator Spooner has done well in expos 
te flimsiness of this plea and making pod 
imely protest, and it is encouraging that his 

posure is attracting general interest in 
Congress. It is time to call a halt on the 
raid and beat off the mob of claimants and 
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Mills bill may be truthfully calfed a free 
whisky bill, and, what is more, Voorhees is 
quite aware of it and in favor of the bill, 
His warning to the advocates of protection 
means simply that his party, if resisted by 
the Republicans in tne enactment of the 
Mills bill this session, will, if they win the 
ensuing election, wipe out every vestige of 
protection to American industries and enact 
radical free trade and direct or income tax- 
ation substantially luke the existing British 
system of no duties on competing manu- 
factures.

WOMEN IN THE PRIZE RING. 

The disgusting spectacie of two women in 
the prize ring was witnessed Sunday by a 
crowd of so- called sports ” from Buffalo at 
Navy Island, in the Niagara River. Both 
women were actresses in a variety“ thea- 
tre, and pummeled each other to the best of 
their ability, not because they had griey- 
ances against each other, but for money, after 
the fashion of male bruisers and in accord- 
ance with the rules of the prize ring.

It was noticeable from the start that one of 
the fighters, the Leslie woman, weighing 168 
pounds and five feet ten inches high, was 
stronger than the other, who weighed 147 
pounds. The big one had the ‘advantage in 
every round.“ As if to show, however, 


that she was not entirely devoid of womanly 


feeling, she manifested some pity for her op- 
ponent and did not strike as savagely as sne 
might, whereupon the male brutes who had 
bet on her, the reporter says, urged her on 
by menaces to fight with all her ability, and 
accompanied her renewed savagery with 


yells of delight. At the close of this round, 


however, the disgusting exhibition came to 
an end, as the victim, who had wanted to 
quit some time before, would fight no longer. 
Thus ended the first and for the sake of 
decency and the female sex it is to be hoped 
the last prize fight of women for money.

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Tun New York Times, the leading Demo- 
cratic paper of New York, ‘attacks Harrison 
for suggesting that the idle Treasury sur- 
plus now on hand should be used to 
bonds and reduce the debt instead of holding 
it in the Treasury or giving it as ad it to 
pet banks.

How fs it possi- 
ble to use the accumulated, idle surplus now 
on hand im “ reducing taxation unless the 
tariff is reduced below the revenue point so 
that a deficit shall be created and drafts be 
made on the accumulated surplus until it is 
exhausted? Then, of course, the tariff 


would have to be put back fm order to get 


revenue, or bonds be sold to make good the 
deficits. Is that the Times’ idea of a sound 
policy—to lower the tariff for a few years be- 
low the needed revenue point, use up the 
surplus in meeting deficiencies thus created, 
and then restore the tariff to get enough 
revenue? How could the business interests 
affected stand such a jumping up and down 
of the tariff? The Time should re- 
member that the prospective surplus 
has dwindled away and nearly dis- 
appeared under the present reform“ 
Administrauon which it so ardently 
espousds, and the surplus now on hand 18 
the only one that presents any difficulties.

The Unwritten Law of Men and Women’s 
Dress. 

The Recorder of Kansas City, who dispenses 
justice to small offenders in that place, astonished 
the police force the other day. Among the pris- 
oners brought before him for judgment was a 
woman who had been arrested for going on the 
street arrayed in the bifureate garments of the 
“tyrant man.” When he learned that this and 
nothing more was the measure of her: offense he 
discharged the lady.“ saying that there was no 
law against it, and that he should pursue the 
same course when other cases were brought before 
him. The police, who have always considered it 
acrime of the deepest dye when a member of 
one sex was caught masquerading in the gar- 
ments of the other. marveled greatly, and could 
not have been more taken aback had he saia 
that there was no law to punish larceny. 

Yet the. Recorder was doubtless in the right so 
far as the law of Missouri was concerned, and 


the decision would be sound if he were to make 


it in Illinois, But it is true of this country, as 
of France, that “ while the law is not against it 
the are.“ And 4 great deal more of our 
law is police law than we always think of. If 
the city officers see a woman m men’s clothes 
going quietly along the street interfering with 
no one, and professing to shun the attention of 
all, they promptly arrest her. She 1s charged 
when arraigned with disoraerly conduct and is 
fined. Yet there is no law for it in Dilinois. It 
may de remembered what a time Dr. Mary 
Walker, a cranky, eccentric woman, had of it 
before she could vindicate her right to wear 
what kind of pantaloons she pleased. Afilic- 
tions sore long time she boré *’ before she could 
get the police in Eastern cities to let 
her and her pantaloons alone, and were 
she to come West, where she is not so 
well known, she would probably land in the 
lock-up befor@ getting far from the depot. 
Even as pro t a man as Jefferson Davis was 
not allowed violate this unwritten law with 
impunity. It will be remembered that when for 
some purpose or other he donned the clothes of 
woman he was promptly arrested, locked up in 
Fortress Monroe, and kept there for months. If 
an man who had been Senator and President of 
the slaveholders’ “Lost Cause Confederacy 
could not escape how much less some Chicago 
“lady” offender? 

But it is ou 8 that while the hand of every 
policeman should thus be against man or woman 
who has on the wrong style of clothes there 
should be absolutely no legislation on the sub- 
ject. The only provision against it is in the 
Mosaic statutes of Deuteronomy, which were 
never adopted in this country except in some of 
the New England colonies. But to the influence 
of the Jewish lawgiver we probably owe the deter- 
mination of the police to prevent an interchanging 
of clothes of the sexes, and it is doubtful if the 
declaration of the Kansas City Recorder, valid law 
though it may be, will make it any the safer for 
“ladies” to publicly wear the breeches. or 
humbled men to don petticoats.

The rites had never been con- 
ferred in this manner before, and the good 
Bishop hesitated. Finally, however, he con- 
sented, and one fine day proceeded to Castle 
Hull and performed the rites of confirmation. 
When this became known to the members 
throughout the diocese it created much talk 
and adverse criticism, and the Bisuop is 
roundly censured for yielding to the whim 
of the fair authoress.
